GENERAL PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES 
FOR THE AREA. 


1. (a) The laboratories of the Staffordshire 
County Council render very efficient service. 


(b) The Authority does not possess an Ambu- 
lance; arrangements for this service are made with 
neighbouring Authorities.

SECTION C. 
SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA. 


WATER. 


The greater part of the Rural District is supplied 
with water from the mains of the South Staffordshire 
Waterworks Co. The company have extended several 
short lengths of mains during the year. No new sources 
of supply have been provided. The Parish of Tutbury is 
supplied with water from the Rural District Council’s 
own Scheme. The supplies in each case have been 
satisfactory both in quality and quantity during the past 
year. During the autumn there was a falling off in 
pressure in the mains in the higher parts of the village 
of Tutbury, and some difficulty was experienced in 
locating the cause. This was eventually found to be due 
to deposit in the outlet valves of the reservoir. The 
reservoir was emptied, cleaned out, and the valves dis- 
mantled and cleaned. This immediately restored the 
pressure in the mains, and no difficulty has been 
experienced since. 


Samples of water are taken from the mains in 
Tutbury every quarter, and these are submitted to the 
County Bacteriologist. In each case the result of the 
examinations has been satisfactory. 
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DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 


The new Sewers for the Parishes of Stretton and 
Outwoods will shortly be completed. A considerable 
number of properties have been connected to these sewers 
and the connecting up of the other properties is proceed- 
ing ata fairly good rate. 


The sewerage arrangements for Branston are not 
complete, and, as this is a pumping scheme, no properties 
have been connected. It is anticipated that the scheme 
will come into operation in August, 1939. 


RIVERS AND STREAMS. 


The carrying out of the above schemes will no 
doubt reduce the risk of pollution of the streams in the 
district: 


PUBLIC CLEANSING. 


The domestic scavenging in the Parishes of 
Branston, Outwoods, Rolleston, Stretton and Tutbury has 
in the past been carried out by separate contractors, who 
have mainly used horse drawn open vehicles for the work. 
The use of these vehicles was not found to be satisfactory. 


A contract has now been arranged for one firm to 
carry out the whole of the domestic scavenging in the 
above Parishes, with up-to-date covered motor vehicles 
known asS & D Freighters, and this should prove to be 
an improvement on the old system. 


CLOSET ACCOMMODATION. 


The Council have not carried out any general 
scheme of conversions, but 38 privies or pan closets have 
been converted to water closets during the year. 


CAMPING SITES. 


There are no recognised camping sites in the 
district. 


SWIMMING BATHS. 


There is only one swimming bath in the district. 
This is a privately owned one in the village of Rolleston. 
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ERADICATION OF BED BUGS. 


There has been one case of infestation of a Council 
House with bed bugs. The house was thoroughly 
sprayed with Zaldecide and afterwards fumigated with 
Cescones. This appeared to prove effective.
